A Chronicle of America 


July 3, 1775: 


After a 12-day ride from Philadelphia, George Wash­ 
ington arrives in Cambridge on July 2.

The news Iroin Washington has taken on an 
encouraging note regarding long-range energy plan­ 
ning. Kor the past decade and more an all-nuclear 
approach had been taken by the now delimit 
Atomic Knergy Commission as the means to meet 
this nation’s future power needs. In fact, up until 
the last few months the Ford Administration re­ 
mained committed to using the atom, planning 
allocat ions of billions of dollars to develop a nuclear 
energy system. Disregarded were the pleas lor 
caution coming from concerned scientists and 
laymen alike who felt that too many questions 
remained unanswered regarding safety and waste 
disposal. The nation appeared committed to Im­ 
plants, and problems such as core meltdown, 
radioactive clouds and leaking waste were relegated 
to a hack corner.

along this line. Also, the KKDA has formally 
abandoned the breeder reactor as a major powei 
source citing the potential hazards posed by the 
breeder fuel, plutonium. 
This change in direction can only be regarded as 
sane and prudent thinking. Since we here in the 
Hudson Valley are confronted with potential nucle­ 
ar generating sites both in the I own ot Lloyd and 
(Ymenton. this change in policy thinking is espe- 
ciallv good news.

W A S H IN G T O N 
President Ferdinand Marcos, the Philip­ 
pines’ strongman, offered a witness a $50,000 bribe the other 
day not to testify on Capitol Hill about corruption and tyranny 
in the Philippines. 
The witness. Marcos’ former press censor Primitivo Mijares. 
was prepared to tell the uncensored story ol the Marcos regime 
to a House International relations subcommittee. 
On the eve of his testimony, Mijares received a personal call 


from 
Marcos in Manila urging him not to testify. Then an aide 
got on the phone and offered him the $50,000. 
The money actually was deposited in a San Francisco branch 


01 L lo y d s Rank of California in the names ot Primitivo,Mijares 
and Ambassador Trinidad Alconcel, the Philippines counsel 
general. Thus Mijares couldn’t withdra w the $50,000 until the 
consul general countersigned the check. 
Mijares not only went ahead with his testimony but informed 
Chairman Don Fraser, I).-Minn., ol the bribe attempt. Fraser's 
office notified the Justice Department, which is investigating. 
We have confirmed that $50,000 was deposited in the names 
ot both Mijares and Alconcel in savings account No. 0002-400- 
02 at Lloyds Hank of California. The hank’s records show that 
Alconcel removed Mijares' name from theoint account on June 
18 the day after Mijares testified. 
For a foreign head of state to attempt to bribe a congressional 
witness is unprecedented. The amazing story began a tew 
months ago when Mijares walked out of Malacanang. the 
presidential palace, after three years as Marcos’ confidant and 
propagandist. 
By Mijares' account, he simply became disgusted with 
Marcos and sought asylum in the United States. An approach 
was made in May to persuade him to come home. A colonel 
in Marcos' presidential guard. Romeo Ochoco. looked up 
Mijares in San Francisco. 
Over coffee and doughnuts in a 24-hour restaurant, they 
talked about a book that Mijares is writing about the Marcos 
dictatorship. He plans to call it. “ The Conjugal Dictatorship 
of Ferdinand and lineldft. 
The colonel was soothing. “ He said Marcos would talk to me 
about my complaints.’’ recalled Mijares. Rut the former press 
censor felt he knew Marcos too well to trust him. 
The colonel’s visit was followed hy a series ot telephone calls 
from Ambassador Alconcel, who had heard that Mijares would 
he a star witness at Fraser's hearings on U.S.-Philippines 
problems. 
The co n su l general tried to persuade Mijares not to testify 
and. when Mijares refused, to “ pull the punches. 
In return, 
the former censor waspromised that Manila would “ help him. 
He flew to Washington, nevertheless, to testify and checked 
into a downtown Washington motel. Not long afterward, on 
June 10, he received a call from Manila. 
"It was Marcos.' Mijares told us. “ He started out hy calling 
me by my nickname, ‘Tibo.’ He asked me not to testily, 
because of what it would do to his ‘New Society. 
"I told him it would he difficult to hack out since i was 
already under the committee's jurisdiction. He told me his 
assistant would tell me something, that they had something tor 


me,” 
Then presidential aide Guillermo de Vega got on the line, 
according to Mijares, and bgan speaking in a mixture ot 
Tagalong and Spanish to contuse possible wiretappers. I he 
aide said $50.000 would he awaiting Mujares in San Francisco 
if he didn’t testify. Rut if he went ahead with his testimony, 
warned the aide, it would be “ a declaration of war." 
Mijares held firm. Two hours before he was scheduled to take 
the stand, he received a call from Alconcel imploring him not 
to testify and reiterating that the money would he on hand in 
San Francisco. 


Rut the onetime censor, having renounced his former wav ot 
life, took the witness chair and testified in detail about vote 
fraud, corporate thett. payoffs, illegal jailing* and general 
corruption. 


Mijares laid all these crimes right at thedoor of M a rc o s His 
fa mily and his cronies. Nor did Mija res spare himselt in his 


testimony. 


Now he is trying to convince U.S. immigration authorities 
that there is a place in the United States lor a newspaperman 
on the run from totalitarianism. 


Footnote: We have confirmed the details ol Mijares story 
from other competent sources. Lloyds Rank ol California also 
confirmed our information about the $5(1,000 hank deposit. We 
were unable to reach the Philippines ambassador tor his 
comment.

House Commerce Committee 
approval of a decontrol plan 
last week regarded as totally

House. It would take effect 
gradually over five years and 
sets a $7.50 ceiling on almost 
all domestic oil (the price ol 
uncontrolled or “ new 
oil is 
now about $11.50). In t he short 
term, it would actually reduct 
the cost of energy 
exactly re­ 
versing the Ford strategy. 


Bargaining to avoid an ex­ 
plosive veto showdown will get 
serious when Congress recon­ 
venes after its Ju ly 4 vacation. 
Mr. Ford will offer to stretch 
his decontrol plan over three 
instead of two years. 


But because Mr. Ford now 


feels so confident he holds the 
upper hand , he won’t offer 
much beyond that. 
A footnote: Mr. Ford's w ill­

under Title XX of the Federal Social Security Act

In J anuary of 1975, Congres s enacted a law 
cons olidating the s ocial s ervices provis ions of 
the Social Security Act under a new s ection, 
Title XX. 


Title XX requires each s late to develop and 
publis h a comprehens ive plan for providing s er­ 
vices s uch as day care, fos ter care, homemakers 
and hous ekeeper and family planning. 


States are allowed to s elect and define the 
s ervices they will provide; the law requires , how­ 
ever, that s ervices be directed toward the goals 


FUNDING : In 19 75/76. s ervices will be financed by a Federal alloca tion to the Sta te of $217.5 m illion, matchod 
by $36.7 million in State funds and $35.8 m illion in local funds In a ddition to the required matching funds , the Stale and 
its localities will continue to provide s ubs tantial funds for s ervices without Federa l as s is tance 


THE SERVICES: under the propos ed plan, the State's 58 local s ocial s ervices dis tricts are authorized to provide 
the following s ervices :

remedy ing neglect of children and adults and 
pres erving or reuniting families through protec­ 
tive s ervices , preventing or reducing inappro­ 
priate ins titutional care by providing community - 
bas ed and home-bas ed care, and s ecuring re­ 
ferral or admis s ion to ins titulional care only 
where appropriate.

281 for the performance of a super-successful dance company. Kudos to Harris 
Gordon lor his scheduling of the Paul Taylor Dance Company which is already 
hooked for a three-day return engagement in 1976. 


Paul Taylor, who is regarded as being the closest to classic ballet of any oi 
the modern-danee choreographers, fuses style, grandeur and a large serving o 


th e c la s s ic s into everything he does. He has that gilted creative mentality that 
can produce a re|>ertory number such as Big Bertha, the modern-dance ballet 
that is most always performed "by request.” It was superbly done in Woodstock. 


Taylor’s choreographic gems included the opening dance. Sports and Follies. 
Here. I’avlor takes gymnastics and translates the movements into poetry never 
losing a well balanced sense of humor to the delight of the audience. It has been 
,;nd about Sports and Follies that Taylor is exploring the technical possibilities 
ol controlled natural movement and is also trying to define calisthenics 
esihelically. It that is the case, he succeeds beautifully. 


In Taylor’s 3 Fpitaphs, the visual and emotional impact is so great, you almost 
expect to see the New Orleans Funeral Marching Bands come down the aisles 
ol the theatre. Costuming in this segment is startling and extremely effective. 
The oil heat dance stvle with its interplay of humor is very successlul. Tor this 
reviewer. 3 Fpitaphs also packed a wallop in the social commentary department.

Roger B, Hawkins, director 
of the American Bankers As­

Kstate Finance Division, out­ 
lined major provisions of the 
new act: 
Advance disclosure of settle­ 
ment costs is required at leasi 
12 days prior to settlement but 
preferably at the time of com­ 
mitment. The buyer can waive 
the 12-day deadline, in which 
case the information must be 
provided at least three days 
before settlement. 
The seller is prohibited from 
requiring a buyer to purchase 
title insurance from any par­ 
ticular title company. 
The lender cannot require 
the borrower <buyer) to de­ 
posit in escrow or reserve ac- 


counts more than his share of 
taxes and insurance that have 
accum ulated before settle­ 
ment, plus one twelfth of the

On a house completed more 
than 12 months prior to settle­ 
ment, the seller must disclose 
in writing to the buyer, and 
the lender confirm this has 
been done, the name and ad­ 
dress of the present owners, 
the date the property was ac­ 
quired by the present owner 
and. if he has not owned it for 
at least two years and has not 


used it as a place of residence,

would he wise to obtain a copy 
of this booklet even before he 
applies for a mortgage.

eludes a wealth of information

prehensive section on unfair 
practices and unreasonable or

The detecting devices so tar 
have revealed that about 2,8 00 
pounds of sulfur are belched 
trom Baker’s numerous steam 
venhs each day. that other 
gasses are spewing out ot the 
mountain and that low-level 
seismic shocks are trequent. 
But there is no evidence these 
reading s are related to vol­ 
canic activity. There also are 
in dic a tio n s 
th a t 
s lig h t 
amounts of acid rain occasion­ 
ally fall in the area and the 
waters ot Boulder Creek con 
ta in chem icals o rig in ating 
from the venhs. 
M t. Baker has been blowing 
its stack interm ittently for the 
last 10.000 years. By studying 
the terrain around the moun­ 
tain, volcanists have a clear 
picture ot the results ot these 
past eruptions. Mudflows re­ 
peatedly have moved down the 
valleys on the east and west 
side of the peak, the larg est 
traveling lb miles down the 
middle fork of the Nooksack. 
During the past centuries, ash 
has been distributed over the 
northeast side of the mountain 
and currently 
is about two 
inches thick.
